294(c) must be in the form 
of a petition pursuant to § 1.183 accompanied by the fee set forth in § LI 7(h) Therefore, 
pursuant to 37 CFR L296The request for statutory invention registration will be removed from 
the instant application and the fees refunded to the applicant 

To date, a determination to publish the SIR request has not been made. Therefore the request is 
GRANTED.
